A committee 
was appointed to take up the prob- 
lem.

Seidel suggested a charge for 
private individuals' use of the 
dump, employment of a compe- 
tent superintendent, building of a 
culvert over a creek, and several 
minor improvements, 
tween all Saints Church, at 
Wynnewood avenue, and the 
Friends' Meeting House, Nar- 
berth.

PROMOTED FROM RANKS 



Acceptance of the resignation of 
Lieutenant Albert Miller from the 
Lower Merion police force, effec- 
tive May 31, and the appointment 
of Clarence A. Duke, of Ardmore, 
as his successor featured the meet- 
ing of the Lower Merion Commis- 
sion held Wednesday night at the 
township building in Atdmore. 
Duke, a private on the force, was 
promoted over the heads of four 
sergeants. 

The vote by the commissioners 
was in confirmation of action taken 
last Wednesday night by the police 
committee at its meeting. There 
were two resolutions, one accepting 
the resignation of Lieutenant Mil- 
ler; the other appointing Officer 
Duke to the vacant post. Both were 
offered out by Commissioner A. D. 
Warnock, chairman of the police 
committee. 

It became known last week fol- 
lowing the session of the police 
board that Miller, who had served 
for years as second lieutenant, had 
resigned. The information came as 
a surprise to the department, and 
conjectures began as to whom 
might be chosen to succeed him. It 
was at first declared that the post 
might be left open for the time be- 
ing, but early this week rumors 
arose hinting that a successor might 
be chosen from the ranks. These 
were officially confirmed by the 
commission at its session. 

Lieutenant-elect Duke resides in 
Ardmore and before his promotion 
had a traffic beat there. He has 
been on the-iorce for slightly over 
two years -anJ came to the depart- 
ment after 18 years in the navy. He 
will be third in command of the 
Lower Merion police, preceded by 
Superintendent Smith and Lieu- 
tenant Mullin.

HAVE QUIET TIME 

Ne 1 -" Ordinance Passed at. May Meet- 
ing of Council. 

The May meeting of the Borough 
Government at the Community 
Building last Monday night was 
marked by the passage of a new 
ordinance dealing with the licensing 
of entertainments and shows. This 
new ordinance (No. 255) was pass- 
ed since the old one covering such 
matters was decidedly antiquated. 
According to its provisions the 
theater would have contributed most 
of its revenue to the support of the 
borough. The scale of charges for 
permits will now run from $1 to 
$100 depending on the numlier of 
times such shows, entertainments, 
etc.. are held. The ordinance was 
passed at its second and third read- 
ing and entered upon the books of 
Council. 

E. P. Dold. tax collector, turned 
in taxes for the month of April of 
$756.60, which was turned over to 
the borough treasurer. 

The report of the building com- 
mittee showed that building is pick- 
ing up. During the month of April 
the Superintendent of Public 
Works issued 13 permits at a cost 
of $70 for building operations which 
are estimated to cost $43>7 2 °- ' lue 
building inspector made 47 inspec* 
tions during the month, seven of the 
operations were completed. 

With no new business of impor- 
tance and no citizens present to 
bring their wishes before them, the 
august body was able to adjourn 
at the really unheard of hour of 
10 o'clock. 



This week sees the inception of 
a campaign by the Narberth Ten- 
nis Club whose goal is the modern 
two-story club house pictured 
above and a greatly increased 
membership. The club intends to 
make the building available for 
all-year-round use for athletic and 
social purposes. It will include 
a dance and recreation hall, card, 
pool and billiard rooms, lockers 
and kitchen. There will also be 
included according to preference 
either fowling alleys, ban.dbal' or 
squash courts. All of these sports 
will eventually be available in ad- 
dition to the tennis courts. 

All of this is to be accomplished 
on membership dues which will 
range somewhere between $40 
and $50 a year. The initiation fee 
will be kept down to $10 until a 
sufficient membership is secured. 
The dues will be payable only on 
the completion of the new club 
house. A limited number of ten- 
nis memberships are now avail- 
able. 

At a meeting of the member- 
ship committee on Thursday 
night, Edwin P. Dold. chairman, 
appointed captains of teams and 
assigned territory to them and 
their co-workers. The plan is to 
established contact with all resi- 
dents of Narberth and allow them 
to get in personal touch with 
members of the club. 

The work of re-grading the 
lower courts of the club is pro- 
ceeding rapidly, and when com- 
pleted the club will be the proud 
possessor of some of the finest clay 
courts in this part of the country. 
The work is being done by Moses 
Lane & Sons, experts in tennis 
court construction.

' Miss Helen M. Harris, of Drexel 
Institute, suggested some practical 
ways of bringing about more co- 
operation between teachers and the 
libraries. 

The next meeting of the district 
libraries will be held in the Bala- 
Cynwyd Memorial Library some 
time in November. The last time 
that the Bala-Cynwyd Library As- 
sociation entertained these libraries 
was in 1918 and at that time the 
meeting was held in the lecture 
room of the Presbyterian church, 
(he ladies of that church serving a 
luncheon. There were present 60 
persons, 30 of whom were Ba'.a- 
Cynwyd residents and most of them 
Bala-Cynwyd Woman Club mem- 
bers. Eighteen libraries were rep- 
resented. It will be interesting to 
compare these figures with those of 
the meeting to be held next Novem- 
ber.

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HIGHWAY REPORT

Gas Main and Cleaning 
Haverford Dealt With. 

The report of the Highway and 
Sewer Committee of Council as read 
at the last meeting of that body on 
May 14, shows that a permit has been 
granted the Gas Company for a main 
to go under Sabine avenue. A public 
hearing was held by the committee and 
the property owners petitioned the 
committee to have the main laid under 
the street. The borough will collect a 
good sized fee from the Gas Company 
for the work. 

The report also deals with the prob- 
lem of cleaning Haverford avenue. The 
Board of Trade brought the matter to 
the attention of the committee and the 
committee pointed out that the con- 
ditions deplored were largely the re- 
sult of merchants sweeping out and 
unloading merchandise after the street 
had been cleaned early in the morning. 
The committee recommended that rea- 
sonable action be taken if store owners 
co-operate by removing debris from | 
the rear of some places oi business, i 
The summer collection schedule is : 
again listed. The complete report fol- j 
lows: 

"On April UO, your committee held a 
public hearing in order to ascertain the 
wishes of the property owners on j 
Sabine avenue as to whether the new ! 
gas main should be located under the j 
sidewalk or under the cartway. This l 
hearing revealed that the property | 
owners were unanimously opposed to | 
having the main go under the sidewalk. I 
They deposited with your committee a ! 
signed petition to that effect. Your 
committee, therefore, instructed the 
Superintendent of Public Works to 
issue a permit for the main to go under 
the cartway, provided the Gas Com- 
pany should give the borough an in- 
demnity bond, guaranteeing to con- 
duct all details of this work in a man- 
ner satisfactory to this committee in- 
cluding the restoration to their original 
condition of all streets or sidewalks 
opened by them. Such a bond has 
been provided, approved by the Bor- 
ough Solicitor and is transmitted for 
the borough records with this report. 
The fee which the Gas Company will 
pay the borough for this permit will 
amount to about $.>fl00. 

"This committee has received a ver- 
bal request from a representative of 
the Narberth Board of Trade that 
greater efforts should be made to clean 
the Haverford avenue pavement in the 
business section. Without desiring to 
evade any clear responsibility for such 
work, your committee took the oppor- 
tunity to point out to the representa- 
tive of the Board of Trade that the 
littered appearance of Haverford ave- 
nue is largely caused by the merchants 
who sweep their store and sidewalk 
debris into the gutters after the street 
has been cleaned early in the morning 
and also by the fact that several of the 
merchants use the public sidewalk as 
a place for uncrating merchandise. Dis- 
cussion also brought out the fact that 
at the rear of some of the stores, espe- 
cially those operated by chain synd ; - 
cates, rubbish of all kinds is permitted 
to accumulate in a manner which has 
required admonitions from both the 
fire chief and the Board of Health. 
Your committee, therefore, suggested 
that if the merchants would of their 
own initiative formulate a program tV i 
the better disposal of the debris which 
is clearly subject to their private and 
personal jurisdiction and present such 
a program to this committee, we would 
in turn recommend that Council should 
take reasonable additional steps for 
cleaning the Haverford avenue pave- 
ments, if necessary. We recommend 
in this connection that it be recorded 
as the opinion of Council that the Bur- 
gess should employ the police power 
drastically, if necessary, in order tr 
impress the necessity of better condi- 
tions upon those merchants who have 
failed to respond to the more courteous 
methods which the Burgess has previ- 
ously employed. 

"During the past month, it was de- 
cided by the Burgess and this com- 
mittee that the winter collection of 
ashes should cease on May il; that the 
week of May 14 should be Clean-up 
Week during which time the borough 
men and trucks would operate on the 
winter schedule to carry away all kinds 
of debris and that thereafter the sum- 
mer collection schedule would be effec- 
tive in the following weeks: June 4-i), 
July -'--, August (i-ll, September 4-8. 
The winter collection schedule will be 
resumed on September 24. 

"During April trouble developed 
with the main sewer on Grayling ave- 
nue between Price and Woodbine, h 
was caused by willow roots. As ex- 
cavation was necessary to locate and 
correct the trouble, we decided to ex- 
tend the Grayling avenue sewer north- 
erly from its old terminus about 50 
feet to connect in a manhole with the 
new sewer which was laid on Price 
avenue three years ago. This will 
cause the sewage in the northerly part 
of Grayling avenue to flow north into 
Price avenue relieving congestion audi 
improving the service. 

"We recommend that the pavement 
on Windsor avenue be given a new- 
top dressing of one-quarter-inch stone. 
We also recommend that a new con- 
crete^ gutter be installed at the corner 
of Forest and Haverford avenues in 
place of the present brick gutter at a 
total cost of $175. 

"During the month of April we pur- 
chased Buckite at a total cost of $40.95 
and used it for repairing ditches. Labor 
expenses during the month were as 
follows: For collecting 874 cubic 
yards of ashes, $829.88; for street clean- 
ing, $219.92; for street maintenance 
$16.20: for operating the roller when 
rented, $4; making a total labor ex- 
penditure. $1070. During April, two 
permits were issued for opening the 
public highways and the fees there- 
from amounted to $40. In addition, 
two permits were issued for depositing 
material on the public highways and 
the fees therefrom amounted to $4. 
The total amount of these four per- 
mits ($60) was collected, turned over 
to the Borough Treasurer and his 
receipt was taken therefor."

A Worthy Project 

This week sees the publication of the 
Narberth Tennis Association's plans 
for the expansion of its membership 
and a new clubhouse. The proposed 
new building would make it a year- 
round club with bowling, squash or 
handball for those athletically inclined 
durnig the winter months, and note- 
worthy facilities for social life; namely 
a large hall for dances, card and bil- 
liard rooms. 

It would seem that there is plenty 
of room in the borough for such an en- 
terprise. While it would fill a place in 
the community life that has been va- 
cant s nee the demise of the Y. M. 
C. A., it would be happily free from 
the elements that brought about the 
Y's downfall. There is at present a 
considerable dearth of proper recrea- 
tional facilities in Narberth. Bowling, 
for instance, is a popular winter sport 
as the eight teams in the interchurch 
leagues testify, but how long it will 
continue to flour'sh with only the 
overworked alleys of the Baptist 
church to use is another question. 

For several years past the Pennsyl- 
vania Clay Court Championship has 
been held on the courts of the Nar- 
berth Tennis Club, attracting many 
fine players from this part of the coun- 
try. The tournament has been award- 
ed to Narberth because of its excellent 
courts. With a new modern building, 
offering vastly increased year-round 
facilities for social and athletic pursuits, 
it becomes an organization worthy of 
everyone's consideration. 

Notify the Police 

In continental countries the police 
have a record of every movement of 
every person within their district. If 
you put up at an inn you must first 
register with the prefect by filling out 
a blank prov'ded by your landlord; a 
similar procedure takes place in pri- 
vate homes where guests are to be en- 
tertained over a period of tme. Such 
accurate and fresh information is a real 
deterrent to crime and prevents the 
presence of suspicious characters 
within each district. Such a system, 
though irksome, would be a blessing 
to us. 

At this time of year the more fortu- 
nate res' dents of Narberth begin to 
pack up and to ttrnk about the West, 
Europe, Ocean City, the Adirondack^ 
and other pleasant places. Too often 
they leave their homes inadequately 
protected in their absence. Some have 
watchmen, and some houses are kept 
occupied aU season by relatives or 
lessees, but the closed house is the 
danger spot to the owner. 

Last year Superintendent Smith, of 
the Lower Merion police, made two 
suggestions to local residents. The 
first was that they notify the police 
about their summer plans, giving them 
the time of departure and the approxi- 
mate time of return and their mail and 
cable addresses. The second warning 
was about notes in society columns 
concerning summer departure in which 
the summer occupant of the house 
should be given. 

The reason {or both of these sug- 
gestions is self-evident. The thief pre- 
fers to work uninterrupted and vacant 
houses tell no tales immediately, no 
alarms are quickly given, and no 
■prompt search is made for the culprit. 
However, if the officer on the beat 
knows that the house is unoccup-'ed he 
will guard it more closely and fre- 
quently examine doors and windows 
to prevent or detect any unwelcomed 
intrusion. 

In the case of social notes, it is not 
a taint of vulgar commercialism to add 
the line "The residence has been leased 
for the summer." If desirable the 
name of the lessee can be added. If it 
is poss : ble to have some friend or rel- 
ative occupy a house in the summer 
that affords great protection. The 
average sneak-thief is a coward and 
wi'l not enter an occupied house. 

Give the Lower Merion police a rea- 
sonable chance to keep their territories 
clear of these petty thieves this sum- 
mer by co-operating with them in fur- 
nishing them with complete informa- 
tion about your plans.

year, a plant that wou'd bloom in mid 
June with flower spikes two to three 
feet long on a plant that stands six 
feet high. 

Color? Ah! Here lies the charm of 
the hybrid delphinium, its color is 
blue, not just one shade of b'ue but 
any shade or combination of blues 
with their companion colors, the 
mauves, lavenders, pinks, purples and 
even sometimes white. j 

The plant that carries most beauty: 
of color and form, more statuesque ' 
height for garden effect and is reason- ' 
able in first cost has the great advan- 
tage of blooming suceess'vely through- 
out the summer at intervals of from 
four to six weeks. Your peony or iris 
blooms in May or June and rests for 
1:2 months while the delphinium is an 
ever-bloomer and only stops for hard 
frost.
